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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  year's  cover  picture  is  a  picture  of  Danbury  Square,  before 
route  4  was  put  through  and  before  the  roads  were  paved.  It  is  an 
appropriate  picture  for  the  cover  of  our  annual  report  for  our 
Bicentennial  year,  1976.  Our  Bicentennial  was  not  un-noticed  here 
as  we  did  participate  in  the  celebration  with  several  local  projects, 
including  the  erection  of  street  signs  and  a  new  plaque  in  front  of 
the  United  Church  in  honor  of  the  Revolutionary  War  Veterans. 
Danbury  was  designated  as  an  official  Bicentennial  Community 
with  a  celebration  attended  by  many  at  the  Elementary  School 
which  was  attended  by  the  Governor  and  many  state  and  local 
dignitaries  as  well  as  about  450  enthusiastic  Danburians. 

Town  Meeting  left  the  Selectmen  with  many  tasks  to  perform, 
among  them,  the  chore  of  entering  into  a  landfill  agreement  with  a 
private  landfill.  This  task  has  been  performed  and  we  have  a  three 
year  agreement  with  Turnkey  Landfills  of  Danbury,  Inc.  at  the  rate 
of  $5.00  per  capita,  or  $2,725  per  year. 

We  were  also  given  permission  to  attempt  to  acquire  the  former 
state  highway  sheds  on  North  Road  for  the  Highway  Department's 
use  and  that  has  also  been  achieved,  and  the  Highway  Department 
is  using  those  buildings  now. 

Our  Tax  Map  is  well  under  way  and  a  copy  will  be  available  on 
Town  Meeting  day  for  all  those  interested  to  glance  at. 

Reggie  Glines  is  retiring  this  year  after  serving  over  13  years  as 
our  road  agent,  and  our  many  thanks  go  to  Reggie  for  the  fine  job 
he  has  done  and  the  great  improvements  in  the  roads  and  their 
maintenance  since  1963. 

Two  of  the  Fire  Commissioners  left  us  this  year,  Ray  J.  Martin 
retired  after  25  years  as  a  commissioner  and  Sylvester  (Bus) 
Pulver's  death  left  a  vacancy.  Our  many  thanks  go  to  these  fine 
gentlemen  who  dedicated  so  much  time  and  energy  to  the  Fire 
Depanment  to  make  it  an  efficient,  quick  and  able  company  which 
has  a  high  record  of  safety  and  success. 

The  Highway  Department  this  year  completed  the  mixing  of 
North  Road  to  give  us  a  new  Road  from  the  Village  to  the  top  of 
Robie  Hill  now,  which  is  quite  an  improvement  over  the  old 
bumpy,  narrow  road  we  had  not  so  many  years  ago.  More  work 
was  also  done  above  Waukeena  Lake  to  complete  widening  that 
stretch  of  road  which  was  formerly  very  narrow  with  no  places  to 


pass  and  several  dangerous  corners  and  hills. 

An  increase  in  this  year's  taxes  was  caused  by  a  county  budget 
which  has  grown  out  of  hand,  to  be  48%  higher  last  year  than  the 
year  previously,  and  a  school  budget  increase  that  was  also 
healthy.  The  town  budget  increased  as  well  last  year,  but  this 
year's  budget  is  less  than  last  year's.  The  county  takes  10V2%  of 
every  tax  dollar,  the  town  takes  23.8%  of  each  dollar  and  the 
school  takes  66%  of  the  money. 

Town  Meeting  is  on  March  8th  this  year  with  the  polls  open 
from  one  to  six  and  the  business  meeting  beginning  at  7:30.  Hope 
to  see  you  all  there.

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  of  highways. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $940.68  and  receive  the  State  contribution  of  $6,271.22  for  TRA. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  any  unexpended  sums 
appropriated  for  civil  defense  and  the  Forest  Fire  Division  to 
Capital  Reserve  funds  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
real  estate  taken  by  the  Town  for  non-payment  of  taxes  or  by 

Collector's  deed. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount  of

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DANBURY  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
Fire  Commissioners'  Report 

The  members  of  the  Danbury  Volunteer  Fire  Department  want 
to  express  their  deep  appreciation  to  the  public  and  taxpayers  who 
have  generously  helped  the  Department  through  the  purchase  of 
tickets  for  our  monthly  raffle,  the  purchase  of  chances  for  the 
annual  gun  raffle  and  by  attending  and  contributing  to  our  annual 
turkey  supper.  The  proceeds  from  these  activities  go  to  the 
Firemen's  Fund.  During  1976  $4,100.00  of  the  fund  was  used  for 
operating  expenses,  supplies,  and  equipment. 

In  1976  our  new  pumper  became  completely  operational  with  the 
acquisition  of  300  feet  of  IVi  inch,  &  200  feet  of  Wi  inch  Hose. 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds  were  used  for  this  purchase.  The 
Department  also  purchased  two  Scott  "Air-Paks"  as  protection 
against  smoke  inhalation.  The  $1,000.00  voted  for  the  Fire 
Department  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting  was  used  to  defray  most 
of  the  cost,  (see  treasurer's  report) 

The  old  CD.  pump  has  been  removed  from  the  truck  chassis 
that  transported  it  and  that  truck  is  being  converted  to  a  tanker. 
A  900  gallon  tank  has  been  fabricated  and  mounted  on  the  chassis. 
At  present  we  are  using  a  portable  pump  to  draw  the  water 
carried.  However  the  installation  of  a  mid-ship  pump,  booster  hose 
and  reel  and  related  hardware  and  equipment  has  been  contracted 
for.  The  cost  to  the  Department  for  this  installation  will  come  to 
well  over  $3,000.00.  We  therefore  ask  that  the  residents  of 
Danbury  approve  our  request  for  $1,500.00  to  help  defray  the  cost. 
With  the  completion  of  the  new  tanker  the  quantity  of  water  we 
can  transport  to  a  fire  will  be  increased  to  3,000  gallons,  thus 
giving  you  greater  protection. 

The  Department  wants  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  loyal  and 
dedicated  services  of  Ray  J.  Martin  who  resigned,  in  Sept.  1976, 
as  a  Fire  Commissioner,  after  25  years  in  that  position,  and  John 
W.  Wentworth  Jr.  who  resigned  in  Dec.  1976  as  Fire  Chief  after  12 
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years  in  the  job.  We  thank  them  for  a  job  well  done.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has 
recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a 
joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities 
recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints 
one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons 
as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside 
fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a 
written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such 
times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire 
organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment 
for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of 
the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for 
the  past  20  years.

Due  to  everybody's  cooperation  with  the  Forest  Fire 
Department,  we  have  not  had  to  ask  for  an  increase  in  years  from 
the  town  appropriation  and  sincerely  hope  we  never  do. 

With  our  landfill  now,  which  is  not  open  all  the  time,  more 
people  will  be  using  home  incinerators  and  we  are  looking  for  an 
increase  in  permit  applications.  If  you  are  thinking  about  an 
incinerator,  please  get  to  know  how  to  use  it  and  the  regulations 
before  you  start.  Thank  you  all  for  your  cooperation  over  the  past 
year.

As  you  know.  Community  Action  Program  generates  funds  by 
attempting  to  mobilize  any  available  Federal,  State  or  private 
monies  for  the  continuation  of  services  to  the  low-income  people  in 
Belknap-Merrimack  Counties. 

In  addition,  we  rely  on  local  tax  dollars  to  help  support  the 
operations  of  our  neighborhood  center.  The  neighborhood  center 
provides  the  basic  framework  for  outreach,  program  development, 
and  needs  assessment  as  well  as  making  it  possible  to  provide 
direct  services  in  each  community.  These  services  are  in  great 
demand  this  year  due  to  continued  unemployment  and  inflation. 

Over  the  past  eleven  years.  Community  Action  Program  has 
administered  programs  which  help  low-income  people  become 
self-supporting  and  self-sustaining  by  opening  up  economic 
opportunity;  mobilizing  the  resources  of  the  entire  community  to 
devise  local  programs  which  show  promise  of  eliminating  poverty 
and  by  enabling  the  poor  through  program  participation  to  become 
involved  in  their  community.  In  addition,  our  center  works  in 
cooperation  with  other  agencies  to  avoid  duplication  of  services. 
Although  we  no  longer  hold  the  county  Manpower  contract,  we 
still  provide  cooperative  services  to  Merrimack  County  Division  of 
Employment  and  Training. 

The  enclosed  budget  reflects  the  minimum  costs  to  continue 
operations  of  the  Franklin  area  center  and  Tilton  Housing  Office.  I 
respectfully  request  your  formal  review  and  consideration  that  an 
item  be  placed  in  the  budget  in  the  amount  of  $296.00  and  an 
article  be  placed  in  the  town  warrant  to  read  as  follows,  "to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $296.00  for 
the  continuation  of  services  to  the  low-income  people  of  Danbury 
through  the  Franklin  Area  Center  of  the  Community  Action 
Program,  Belknap-Merrimack  Counties,  Inc." 

The  amount  requested  is  based  in  the  total  amount  needed  to  be 
raised  from  the  town  ($19,731.00)  to  operate  the  center  system  in 
relation  to  resident  participation  in  available  programs  and 
services  (1.5%). 

Enclosed  for  your  review,  is  a  copy  of  the  budget  and  a  list  of 
Community  Action  Program  services. 

The  staff  of  Community  Action  sincerely  thanks  the  residents  of 
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Danbury  for  their  support  in  the  past  and  hopes  that  the  selectmen 
will  give  positive  consideration  to  our  request  so  that  we  may 
continue  services  to  the  poor  in  your  community  and  the 
surrounding  towns.

KVNA  services  during  1976  have  expanded  considerably  and 
such  services  have  been  especially  beneficial  to  the  Town  of 
Danbury.  The  attached  nursing  report  lists  the  available  programs 
through  KVNA.  In  addition,  an  Immunization  Clinic  was  held  at 
the  Danbury  Central  School.  Kearsarge  Regional  was  the  site  of 
the  largest  preventative  Immunization  Clinic  for  high  school 
students  in  the  state.  We  all  recall  the  recent  Swine  Flu 
Inoculation  effort. 

Figures  for  the  end  of  December,  1976,  show  a  total  number  of 
disease  control  (i.e.  skilled  nursing  care  which  includes  care  of 
catheters,  colostomies,  dressings,  blood  pressure  check,  injections, 
etc.)  in  your  town  to  be  80  to  compare  with  18  such  visits  at  the 
close  of  1975.  Disease  Intervention,  (i.e.  visits  which  include 
preventive  testing,  health  guidance  and  support,  counseling, 
teaching)  -  all  at  no  charge  to  the  patient,  total  98  and  that 
compares  to  45  total  at  the  end  of  1975.  Homemakers  visits, 
physical  therapy,  speech  therapy,  and  occupational  therapy  add 
even  more  to  your  town's  benefits. 

Your  town's  appropriation  for  KVNA  is  based  on  $1.50  per 
capita  for  a  full  year.  The  Finance  Committee  has  decided  upon 
the  necessity  to  set  the  appropriation  at  $1.50  as  compared  to 
$1.25  for  1976.  However,  you  will  note  that  your  percentage  of 
participation  remains  the  same.  This  is  the  first  increase  since 
KVNA's  inception  in  1970. 

Consequently,  the  amount  asked  from  Danbury  is  calculated  on 
your  population  of  540  (June  30,  1976)  and  totals  $810.00. 

Danbury  makes  up  an  integral  portion  of  the  Kearsarge  Visiting 
Nurse   Association.   We  are   pleased  to  be   able   to   serve   your 
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community  and  project  a  continued  expansion  of  services  to  all 
participating  towns.  For  this  progress  we  need  your  continued 
interest  and  support.

The  Town's  major  roads  were  named  and  signs  were  erected  at 
intersections.

Danbury's  Revolutionary  War  veterans  are  honored  by  a  bronze 
tablet  on  the  soldier's  monument  at  the  United  Church  of 
Danbury.
